and bclecfe of blindneſſe. But now to be 
plaine, no thzeatning ſerueth a naughtie 
ſeruaunt, No whippe,no2 rod, amendeth 
a loptering ſcholler, noꝛ no example map 
refo:me a filthie liuer. Foz wht plague 
is paſt, the people fall to pleaſure. And e⸗ 
uen as a boꝛſe foꝛgets the ſpurre, x falles 
to a iunbeling pace, immediatlp after his 
gentle remembꝛance:ſo man thinkes no 
longer on a wonder than a dꝛeame, and 
makes no moꝛe accompt of a meruaile, 
than if a trifle had bene tolde him.

And this channced not only in 
London (t Þ ſuburbs of Þ ſame) but al- 
ſo in diners other parts th2ough the nes 
reſt places of our knowlege in Englad. 
But ſpecially about S. Aatherins, the 
Limehouſe, 2 Radcliffe, where Þ people 
were ſq maruellouſly amazed, Þ it was 
pitifull to beholde ho fearefullp they 
ranne oute of their doꝛes, and howe 
ſerangelv one would beholde an other, 
thinking verilpe, that the latter dape 
hadde bene come. And the houſes on 
London bꝛioge didde ſhake cuen in the 
ſame ſoꝛt as in other parts ol Þ Citie. 
WMhereby it appearcth , that the (apd 
trembling and mouing cf the earth, did 
not onelp paſle vnder the houſes on the 
firme ground, but alſo vnder the rivers 
B. and

and waters. And fo flanifie bettet the 
geaeralitie of the ſame,you ſhal vnder⸗ 
ſao, that the Abbey Church at Weſk- 
minſter. was therewith ſo ſhaken, that 
one of the Pinacles of the ſame, loſte a- 
boue one fte of his toppe, the ſtoncs 
wh:reof fel to the ground. Alſo the Kee- 
ple in the Þ 11!ace fo ſhoke, that the bel 
ok the great Clocke ſounded therewith, 
as thoughe it hadde bene ſkricken with 
ſome fa ner. Alſo at White Hal where 
hir Paicſtiel:cth , tue great Chamber 
t other parts of the Court ſo ſhoke, as 
ſemcd ſtrange to ſuch as wire pꝛeſent. 
CTbe new Hall of the middle Te ple did 
ſo ſhake a ſo, as it cauſed a nu ber of 
Gentlemt (being ſet to Supper) ts ron 
koꝛth with their knines in their hands, 
fcaring th it it wonlde fall. It chanced 
slio, Tho. Coblied being in p pulpit in 
Chꝛiſtes church in Rewgate market. 
pꝛraching to 5ᷣ people, ſodenly Þ church 
ſo ſhoke, p out of the rofe of the ſame 
fell certayne greate ſtones, by the fall 
whcreof, a boy named Thomas Gray, 
apprentice to lohn Spurling Shoma⸗ 
ker, was bzapned, and Mabell Eueret 
bis 


bis fellowe ſeruaunt, was ffricken on 
the heade with a tne, being daunge⸗ 
roufly hurt, but is not dead:and a num⸗ 
ber of the people (by haſting to fle and 
ſcape awap) were ſoꝛe bꝛuſeo and hurt, 
by falles and ſuche l.ke act identes. A 
number being at the Theatre and the 
Curtaine at Wollpwell, beholding the 
plapes, were ſo ſh ken, eſpecially thoſe — 
that ſtode in the hygheſt romthes and 
ſfandings, that thep were not a little 
diſmayed, conſidering, that they couide 
no wape ſhifte foz themſc lues, valeſſe 
they woulde, by leaping, haz arde their 
lines oz limmcs, as ſome did in derde, 
leaping fr the loweſt ſtandings.
